Woman, 19, dead 
after collision on 
Yellowhead Trail 

crash A 19-year-old 
woman is dead following a 
morning collision on Yel¬ 
lowhead Trail Thursday. 

Police were called to Yel¬ 
lowhead Trail and 123 
Street where the two-vehi¬ 
cle collision occurred just 
before noon. 

Police determined a 
westbound Toyota Corolla 
crossed the median into 
eastbound traffic before it 
collided with an 
eastbound transport truck. 

The 19-year-old driver of 
the Corolla, who was 
wearing a seatbelt, died on 
scene. The driver of the 
truck was unharmed, but 
shaken, police said. 

Police do not believe 
speed or alcohol were fac¬ 
tors in the crash. The inci¬ 
dent marks Edmonton’s 
31st traffic fatality of 2009.

No relief from verdict 

Mother of slain man’s child left 'angry, hurt’ by acquittal

Shilo Martineau sat in 
shock Tuesday night, as a 
Court of Queen’s Bench ju¬ 
ry revealed its decision 
that the man accused of 
murdering the love of her 
life would walk free. 

“I’m confused, angry and 
hurt. Sean’s son is left 
without a father all be¬ 
cause of a stupid fight,” 
she said from her down¬ 
town apartment Thursday. 

Ralph Pike, 33, was ac¬ 
quitted of second-degree 
murder and manslaughter 
charges in connection with 


the death of 24-year-old 
Sean Auger, who was 
stabbed in a Whyte Avenue 
alley in September 2008. 

Though Pike was con¬ 
victed and sentenced to 15 
months for possession of a 
prohibited weapon, he will 
serve no jail time due to 
time already served await¬ 
ing trial. 

During trial, Pike 
claimed he and Auger 
“came together” in a strug¬ 
gle for Pike’s switchblade. 

Auger did not live to see 
the birth of his son, who 
was born two months after 
the stabbing. 

“At least (Pike) gets to go 
home and see his kids,” 


Martineau said. “Sean 
can’t.” 

Court documents con¬ 
firmed Thursday Pike is 
wanted on two outstand¬ 
ing bench warrants in Hali¬ 
fax for uttering death 
threats and break and en¬ 
ter charges. Both were is¬ 
sued in May 2008, four 
months before Auger was 
stabbed. 

Pike was also convicted 
in January 2007 and was 
sentenced to one year’s 
probation for uttering 
death threats in a June 
2006 Halifax incident. 

Jurors were not made 
aware of Pike’s outstand¬ 
ing warrants or previous

convictions to protect 
Pike’s right to a fair trial. 

Crown prosecutor Lisa 
Tchir won’t appeal the de¬ 
cision, as she believed ju¬ 
rors were given the correct 
definitions of laws in rela¬ 
tion to the charges, she 
said. “It is one of the most 
tragic cases I’ve had to deal 
with in a death because it 
was such a senseless 
event,” Tchir said. “I feel 
for them.”

The owner of the group 
home applied for a licence 
with Alberta Family and 
Social Services in 1995 but 
was told the home didn’t 


require one. 

The fatality inquiry re¬ 
port also says a table or 
ladder should be available 
if the escape route from a 
basement room is through 
a window. 

The report says the safe¬ 
ty of people in such homes 
is fundamental to proper 
care. the Canadian press

Privacy office says AHS handled computer virus appropriately 


The Office of the 
Information and Privacy 
Commissioner (OIPC) has 
found that Alberta Health 
Services (AHS) did not fail 
to safeguard health 
information and took 
necessary action in 
responding to a computer 
virus that briefly infected 
the AHS-Edmonton 
network in May. 


These findings, detailed 
in an OIPC report released 
Thursday, complemented 
findings with an internal re¬ 
view that AHS completed 
and shared with the Infor¬ 
mation and Privacy Com¬ 
missioner in July. 

More than 11,000 AHS 
health records were affect¬ 
ed when a virus infected the 
network over a two-weelc 


stretch in May. 

According to the release, 
AHS has since put forward 
seven internal recommen¬ 
dations, all of which are in 
the process of being imple¬ 
mented as part of the orga¬ 
nization’s larger informa¬ 
tion security and manage¬ 
ment program, AHSecure. 

The AHS recommenda¬ 
tions address areas where 


improvement will benefit 
the prevention, detection 
and containment of com¬ 
puter virus attacks, and will 
enhance the ability of AHS 
to keek patient information 
secure. metro edmonton

The federal cash is from 
Ottawa’s eco-green fund. 

The turbines will pro¬ 


duce 150 megawatts of 
power when they begin 
operating in 2011. 

The turbines, about 80 
metres tall, will be placed 
on both sides of Highway 
12 between the communi¬ 
ties of Halkirk and Castor. 

The company says it is 
developing nine wind 
projects across Alberta.

Metis man says Aboriginal Peoples need special attention

Layering trauma on top of 
trauma. 

That’s what it’s like for 
Canada’s Aboriginal Peo¬ 
ples who are already “trau¬ 
matized” by a histoiy of 
discrimination and then 
are diagnosed with HIV, 
says a Metis man living 
with HIV. 

Duane Morrisseau-Beclc, 
keynote speaker at a re¬ 


cent Central Alberta Abo¬ 
riginal HIV/AIDS confer¬ 
ence, said he was lucky to 
find a doctor in Winnipeg 
who recognized that his 
despair and anger went be¬ 
yond the medical prob¬ 
lems associated with HIV. 

“He got it. What I think 
he saw was a histoiy of 
trauma, not just for Metis 
people, but Inuit people 


and First Nation people,” 
said Morrisseau-Beclc of Ot¬ 
tawa. 

Morrisseau-Beclc, who 
grew up with his adopted 
family in Manitoba, said 
his doctor realized he 
needed to deal with his 
emotions to release his 
compounded pain. 

Morrisseau-Beclc chal¬ 
lenged aboriginal organi¬ 


zations working with peo¬ 
ple with HIV/AIDS to devel¬ 
op emotional behaviour 
programs to help people 
go beyond talking about 
their emotions and to start 
to process their feelings. 

He said providing the 
right programming can 
take people from “being a 
victim to being victorious.”

Top court to hear case 
on Air India legal bills 

B.C. says acquitted man owes millions 


The legal tussle over a 
multi mi Hi on-do liar legal 
bill between the B.C. gov¬ 
ernment and a man 
acquitted in the Air India 
bombings is headed for 
Canada’s highest court. 

The Supreme Court of 
Canada said Thursday it 
will hear an appeal by the 
province over documents 
it seized in connection to 
the assets and liabilities of 
Ripudaman Singh Malik. 

In March 2005, a B.C. 
Supreme Court judge ac¬ 
quitted Malik and co-ac¬ 
cused Ajaib Singh Bagri in 
the 1985 bombings of two 
separate Air India flights 
that killed a total of 331 
people. 


Prior to the start of the 
trial in 2003, the B.C. gov¬ 
ernment signed an agree¬ 
ment with the millionaire 
businessman to pay the 
costs of his defence team 
up front. Malik was to re¬ 
pay the government the 
cost of his 11-member 
team. He hasn’t, despite 
government demands dat¬ 
ing back to December 
2005. 

Malik is suing the Crown 
for malicious prosecution, 
and launched legal action 
in 2007 arguing that he 
shouldn’t have to pay if his 
allegations prove true in 
court. He also claimed the 
deal he made with the 
province to repay his legal 


fees was made under 
duress. 

The Crown then 
launched its own court ac¬ 
tion alleging Malik and 
his family members con¬ 
spired to defraud the 
Crown by hiding his as¬ 
sets and disguising his net 
worth.

death A lethal condition is 
killing more than 9,300 
people each year. 

It’s sepsis, a serious 
body-wide response to in¬ 
fection that patients often 
acquire while being treat¬ 
ed in hospital. 

A report released Thurs¬ 
day by the Canadian Insti¬ 
tute for Health Informa¬ 
tion provides a pan-Canadi¬ 
an snapshot of sepsis, one 
of the top causes of death 
in hospitals, said Indra Pul- 
cins, a director. 

“One in three patients 
with sepsis in Canada will 
end up dying from it,” Pul- 
cins said. 


Sepsis snapshot 

• Sepsis signs are fever or 
lower-than-usual tempera¬ 
ture, rapid heart and breath¬ 
ing and an abnormally high 
or low number of white 
blood cells. 

• Those with weakened 
immune systems are vulnera¬ 
ble. 

“Just to put this in con¬ 
text, the mortality rate for 
stroke was about one in 
five patients would die, for 
heart attacks, one in 10 pa¬ 
tients would die.”

nonviolent movement 
could not have halted 
Hitler’s armies.

He drew laughter when 
he acknowledged “the con¬ 
siderable controversy that 
your generous decision has 


generated.” 

“My accomplishments 
are slight,” Obama said, by 
comparison to such “giants 
of history.”

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Not such a rosy picture for aboriginals 



Poverty is a fact of life fac¬ 
ing many Aboriginal Peo¬ 
ples in Canada. 

The UN recently ranked 
Canada fourth on its quali¬ 
ty of life ranking and 
paints a rosy picture. Offi¬ 
cially called the Human 
Development Index, it 
measures criteria such as 
life expectancy, literacy, 
school enrolment, gender 
parity and the economy to 
get a snapshot of a coun¬ 
try’s quality of life. 

Let’s look at this from 
the perspective of the abo¬ 
riginal community in 


Canada. Statistics show 
the aboriginal infant mor¬ 
tality rate is VA times high¬ 
er than the Canadian in¬ 
fant mortality rate. An 
aboriginal man will die 7.4 
years earlier than a non¬ 
aboriginal Canadian. An 
aboriginal woman will die 
5.2 years earlier than her 
non-aboriginal counter¬ 
part. 

Unbelievably, 70 per 
cent of aboriginal stu¬ 
dents on-reserve will nev¬ 
er complete high school. 
Graduation rates for the 
on-reserve population 
range from 28.9 to 32.1 
per cent annually. About 
27 per cent of the aborigi¬ 
nal population between 
15 and 44 years of age 
hold a post-secondary cer¬ 


tificate, diploma or de¬ 
gree, compared with 46 
per cent of the Canadian 
population within the 
same age group 

On economic terms, un¬ 
employment rates for all 
aboriginal groups contin¬ 
ue to be at least double the 
rate of the non-aboriginal 
population. Aboriginal 
persons living in a family 
setting are about three 
times more likely to have 
incomes below the pover¬ 
ty level than is the case for 
other Canadians. About 80 
per cent have incomes be¬ 
low $30,000 per year. 

Statistics on the health 
of Aboriginal Peoples is 
grim. The suicide rate is 
more than twice the Cana¬ 
dian rate and is now 


among the leading causes 
of death among aboriginal 
youth between the ages of 
10 and 24, with the rate es¬ 
timated to be five to six 
times higher than that of 
non-aboriginal youth. Dia¬ 
betes is at least three 
times the national aver¬ 
age. Tuberculosis rates are 
eight to 10 times higher 
than those for the Canadi¬ 
an population. 

It’s wonderful that Cana¬ 
da is held in such high re¬ 
gard by others, but once 
you start to peel back the 
layers, an uglier picture 
emerges ... Aboriginal Peo¬ 
ples’ poverty.

Conditions improved, but debt a risk: Review

What’s it take to be a Canadian flag-bearer? 



A nd so the specu¬ 
lation begins. 
Who will carry 
the Maple Leaf 
into the stadium 
when the Olympics open 
in Vancouver? This ques¬ 
tion preoccupies the mus- 
ings of many Canadians 
every time the Games roll 
around because the sub¬ 
ject of who will carry our 
flag prompts vastly differ¬ 
ent responses, all of 


which are laced with 
tremendous passion. The 
stakes are even higher be¬ 
cause these are our home 
Olympics. 

Some feel that the right 
and privilege of carrying 
the flag is an opportunity 
not to be denied — not 
even if the task interferes 
with preparation for im¬ 
minent competition. Stel¬ 
lar athletes who declined 
for such reasons in 2006 
at Torino were, at times, 
publicly ridiculed and 
found themselves having 
to defend their choices. 

There are many charac¬ 
teristics necessary in a 
flag-bearer. Not only does 
the athlete have to be of 
substance on the field of 
play, he or she has to rep¬ 


resent the goodness of 
Canada. In addition, this 
country aims to reflect its 
diversity in the person 
who bears the standard. 
Therefore, linguistic, 
racial and gender equality 
issues are considered. 

Strangely, in a country 
in love with hockey, our 
greatest male players who 
will garner much of the 
nation’s attention are 
deemed by many to be in¬ 
eligible because they are 
professionals — sort of 
like invited guests at the 
Games. 

It’s too bad because the 
charitable Jarome Iginla, a 
veteran of three Olympics 
who scored twice in the 
gold-medal game in Salt 
Lake City, might be a 


great choice. So would 
Martin Brodeur, the most 
prolific goalie of all time 
who will take part in his 
fourth Olympics. 

No, it seems Canada’s 
flag-bearer must be an 
Olympian first and fore¬ 
most. The job has to go to 
someone who has lived 
the Olympic life. 

Without naming names, 
there are so many fine 
Canadians to assume this 
position. By now we 
should all know who they 
are because when the 
time comes they will be 
representing all of us.

and Aliens of the Deep and 
developing the technology 
for Avatar, this marks his 
first narrative film since Ti¬ 
tanic 12 years ago. 

Cameron’s reputation 
and a mammoth marketing 
push by distributor 20th 
Century Fox virtually guar¬ 
antee hit status for Avatar. 
Still, in this blockbuster 
age, there are hits and there 
are HITS. The question is 
whether Avatar can climb 
to the $300 million or $400 
million level of such fran¬ 
chises as Star Wars, The 
Lord of the Rings and Spi¬ 
der-Man. 

Some factors in its favour: 

• Science-fiction and fanta¬ 
sy have gone mainstream 
in a huge way since 
Cameron’s last foray in 
the field.

It took nearly 15 years and 
several misfires for Disney 
to realize what made their 
animated movie musicals 
special, but luckily they 
did, as The Princess and 
The Frog proves. The ironic 
part was that it took CGI 
king John Lasseter to 
champion a return to the 
animation studio’s roots. 

In The Princess and the 
Frog, there’s no winking 
irony, no out-of-place pop 
culture references and no 
rapping grannies. 

What’s there instead is a 
beautifully inventive take 
on a classic fairy tale full of 
music that pays homage to 
the film’s New Orleans set¬ 


ting while still fitting in 
the classic Disney vein. 
The fact that Randy New¬ 
man wrote the songs but 
opted not to sing them 
himself probably helps a 
great deal. 

The animation featured 
is a return to form for Dis¬ 
ney, making the film feel 
timeless right out of the 
gate. The elephant in the 
room — that the film fea¬ 
ture’s Disney’s first 
African-American princess 
— becomes a non-issue so 
quickly it’s ridiculous. 

A lot of that probably 
has to do with the fact 
that our heroine, Tiana, 
spends much of the movie 
as a frog herself, but every 
aspect of the story is han¬ 
dled so artfully that any¬ 
one attempting to ascribe 
political meaning to any¬ 
thing in it would only 
make themselves seem 
foolish.

In 1972 he took us down 
river into the heart of 
darkness in Aguirre, the 
Wrath of God; in 1982’s 
Fitzcaraldo, he hauled a 
massive steamboat over 
a mountain and in 2006’s 
Rescue Dawn, he turned 
Christian Bale into an in¬ 
sect-eating P.O.W. 

Now, celebrated Ger¬ 
man art house director 
Werner Herzog resurrects 
actor Nicolas Cage’s long 
lost edge in his berserlcly 
entertaining re-imagining 
of Abel Ferrara’s notori¬ 
ous 1992 portrait of police 
corruption and drug fu¬ 
elled madness, Bad Lieu¬ 
tenant. 

Herzog’s Bad Lieu¬

of him. As he gets deeper 
entwined in a confound¬ 
ing murder investigation, 
he rides off the rails, veer¬ 
ing into chemically 
tweaked eccentricity with 
near operatic aplomb. 

“Nicolas’s performance 
is often like jazz,” says the 
67-year-old Herzog, whose 
celebrated documen¬ 
taries, like 2005’s Grizzly 
Man, are as revered 
as his features.

The main joy of Invictus is 
watching Morgan 
Freeman finally, at long 
last, play Nelson Mandela, 
a role it was assumed 
would eventually end up 
on his resume. 

But instead of a long- 
planned adaptation of 
Mandela’s autobiography, 
director Clint Eastwood 
has brought to the screen 
the story of 1995 Rugby 
World Cup, held in South 
Africa, and Mandela’s ef¬ 
fort to use the event to 
unite an apartheid-scarred 
nation. 

That Freeman excels as 
Mandela is really no sur¬ 
prise, but it is fun to watch. 
The real surprise here is 
Matt Damon, as rugby cap¬ 
tain Francois Pienaar, who 
turns in a startlingly effect¬ 
ing performance. 

Good as the leads are, the 
rugby itself unfortunately 
gets in the way. As the sport 
is more than likely a big un¬ 
familiar to North American 
audiences, much effort is 
made to explain the basics 
of the game. 

Some of these are seam¬ 


less within the stoiy, such 
as actual coaching sessions 
the team held in the town¬ 
ships as an outreach effort. 
Others, such as one security 
guard asking another 
straight-forward questions 
about scoring and game- 
play, feel far too clumsy — 
especially in a film that 


handles so many other 
complex stoiy aspects so 
artfully. 

The big final match 
against New Zealand, the 
film’s climax, is played out 
almost in real time, point 
by point, leaving Mandela 
a spectator in his own sto¬ 
ry as Pienaar’s men take 


the field and wordlessly 
fight for their nation’s ho¬ 
nour. 

Aside from taking up way 
too much of the film’s time, 
the game also suffers from 
too much slow motion, 
which is what ultimately 
keeps the film from being a 
true success. Whether the 


audience knows the out¬ 
come of the famous game 
or not, the filmmakers take 
so long getting to the final 
whistle that it’s hard to care 
when they do.

Life) is clever enough to 
shade in all of Welles’ flaws 
just as carefully as his pres¬ 
tigious talents. It’s easily the 
best representation of 
Welles ever captured on 
screen, but unfortunately 
the film that surrounds the 
towering performance 
doesn’t quite compare. 

The main problem with 
the movie is that it centres 
on Teen Beat coverboy Zac 
Efron rather than Welles. 


The High School Musical 
star plays an ambitious teen 
who stumbles into a small 
role in Caesar.

want to answer some of 
life’s greatest existential 
questions like why are we 
here or is there a God? But 
all documentaiy filmmak¬ 
er Nati Baratz wants is to 
find one toddler in the 
mountains of Nepal. 

In his new film Unmis- 
talcen Child, Baratz follows 
Tenzin Zopa, a Tibetan 
monk on his journey to 
find the reincarnation of 
Lama Konchog, his recent¬ 
ly deceased life-long mas¬ 
ter. 

Through a series of 
meetings Tenzin deter¬ 
mines that Konchog was 
reincarnated as a young 
boy somewhere in the 
Nepalese mountains. 
Knowing no other life than 
the one he had with his 
master, Tenzin sets out 
scouring local villages — 
including a return trip to 
his own — for young male 
toddlers, looking for any 
sign of recognition when 
he dangles Konchog’s old 
prayer beads in front of 
them. 

When he finally discov¬ 
ers one who he believes is 
Konchog’s reincarnation, 
Tenzin still needs confir¬ 
mation of the reincarna¬ 
tion from the other lamas. 
And even if this child is 
Konchog, the child’s fate 
lies in the hands of his par¬ 
ents who must choose be¬ 
tween their son and their 
faith; are they willing to 
give up their child so he 
can pursue religious stud¬ 
ies with other monks? 

This is a beautifully shot 
and engaging film, even if 
you think reincarnation is 
mystic hooey. Baratz em¬ 
ploys a cinema verite style, 
stepping back and follow¬ 
ing Tenzin across Nepal as 
he searches for his reincar¬ 
nated master. 

Though this gives view¬ 
ers a better sense of what 
Tenzin must endure both 
physically and mentally, 
the lack of an objective 
voice deprives them of a 
deeper understanding of 
the Tibetan people and cul¬ 
ture. Still, what is gleaned 
from Tenzin’s journey is 
well worth the price of ad¬ 
mission.

Decade saw a lot of fantasy and comic books make the silver screen Decade of diversity 


Hollywood picked the right 
decade to go over the rain¬ 
bow. 

In an era that brought 
harsh reality home with the 
war on terror and an econo¬ 
my gone bust, Hollywood 
became more of a dream 
factory than ever, embrac¬ 
ing fantastic escapism at a 
time when audiences need¬ 
ed it most. 

Though key fantasy fran¬ 
chises such The Lord of the 
Rings and Hany Potter were 
in the works in the late 
1990s, the films began arriv¬ 
ing just months after the 
Sept. 11, 2001, terrorist at¬ 
tacks. The respite they of¬ 
fered lasted just a few hours 
but who wouldn’t want to 
take a detour to Middle- 
earth or Hogwarts and for¬ 
get about the messy state of 
our own world for that brief 
time? 

Fantasy, science-fiction 
and superhero sagas have 
been around since the early 
years of film, with Batman, 
Superman and Flash Gor¬ 
don serials, and such clas¬ 
sics as The Wizard of Oz. 

But escapism during the 
Depression and Second 
World War mostly came in 
the form of breezy come¬ 
dies or glossy musical ro¬ 
mances. 

The past decade solidified 
the fan boy as Hollywood’s 
key audience, with the final 
instalments of George Lu¬ 
cas’ Star Wars chronicle 
joining comic-book heroes 
(Batman, Spider-Man, the X- 
Men), toy stories (Trans¬ 
formers), and revived fran¬ 
chises (Indiana Jones, Star 
Trek) to produce a succes¬ 
sion of colossal opening 
weekends. 

Teenage girls got their 
own mega-franchise as the 
supernatural romance Twi- 
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High fantasy reigned at the box office this decade with hits such as The Lord of the Rings, Harry 
Potter and Spider-Man. 


light and its sequel, New 
Moon, made pretty boys out 
of traditionally monstrous 
vampires and werewolves. 

Computer animation, pi¬ 
oneered in the 1980s and 
1990s, reached new heights 
with such cartoon smashes 
as DreamWorks’ Shrek 
flicks and Pixar Anima¬ 
tion’s stream of critical and 
commercial favourites, 
among them Finding 
Nemo, Up, WALL-E and 
Ratatouille. 

Live-action filmmakers 
reinvented visual effects 
with dazzling digital 
worlds, from Peter Jack¬ 
son’s Academy Award-win¬ 
ning finale for The Lord of 
the Rings to James 
Cameron’s Avatar. 

Actors reinvented them¬ 
selves, too, among them 
Johnny Depp, who went 
from that box-office-poison 
guy who makes weird little 
arthouse films to one of 


Hollywood’s most-bankable 
stars with his Pirates of the 
Caribbean franchise. 

Robert Downey Jr. 
emerged from pariah status 
as a substance abuser to be¬ 
come an unlikely 


fortysomething superhero 
in the blockbuster Iron Man 
and a rare Oscar nominee 
for broad comedy in Tropic 
Thunder, closing the decade 
as the world’s greatest de¬ 
tective in Sherlock Holmes. 


With an Oscar nomina¬ 
tion for last year’s The 
Wrestler, Downey’s Iron 
Man 2 co-star Mickey 
Rourlce also is on the cusp 
of a second career after 
squandering his early prom¬ 
ise with bad-boy behaviour 
that made him practically 
unemployable in Holly¬ 
wood. 

Heath Ledger, a best-actor 
nominee for Brolceback 
Mountain, was the subject 
of high drama at the Oscars 
as his parents and sister ac¬ 
cepted his supporting-actor 
trophy for The Dark Knight 
last Februaiy, just over a 
year after his death. It was 
only the second time an ac¬ 
tor won an Oscar posthu¬ 
mously. 

Ledger’s frenzied per¬ 
formance as the Joker in the 
Batman tale helped elevate 
The Dark Knight far above 
its comic-book roots and 
left fans pondering what 
else he might have accom¬ 
plished, both for the fran¬ 
chise and a career cut far 
too short.

Jared Leto might be a 
famous actor and 
platinum-selling musician, 
but even he has major 
record label headaches to 
deal with. In August last 
year, EMI sued Leto’s band, 
30 Seconds to Mars, for 
breach of contract. 

Yet, the band re-signed 
with EMI before releasing 
their latest disc. This is 
War. “We want to be treat¬ 
ed fairly,” Leto tells Metro 
over the phone from Los 
Angeles. “We did get to a 
place where EMI ad¬ 
dressed the concerns we 
were fighting for.” 

Still, it may seem a bit 
odd that the group would 
sign to any big label after 
all the trouble the majors 
gave the group. The band 
does have a massive fol¬ 
lowing, so why not go the 
Radiohead route? It was 
something they consid¬ 
ered. 

“We looked at what oth¬ 
er bands did,” he says. 
“But Radiohead is now be¬ 
ing distributed through a 
major. I started looking at 
the options and the reality 
is we’re in a transition 
time right now. Being DIY 
still leaves the band hav¬ 
ing to do what it really 


doesn’t want to, which is 
running a record compa¬ 
ny.” 

Leaving all the grunt 
work to EMI allowed the 
group to try something 
completely different on 
their new record. Dubbed 
The Summit, the group 
went to several places 
around the world — in¬ 
cluding Toronto and Iran 
— to record fans playing 


instruments and singing 
to their new songs; some 
of these recordings ended 
up on the release. 

“People did everything 
from percussion to 
singing to chanting and 
stomping,” Leto explains. 
“We wanted to turn the 
audience away from the 
band and toward our fans 
around the world.” 

Working this into their 


songs wasn’t easy. Leto 
had to plan for these 
recordings, even though 
he didn’t know how they 
would turn out, while he 
was writing the album. “I 
had to leave space for the 
Summit in a way you’d 
map out strings for a 
record.” 

The result is a louder, 
more epic 30 Seconds to 
Mars. Partly because of the

Summit and also thanks 
to Leto’s love of big stadi¬ 
um sounds, This is War is 
a cross between distorted, 
grungy rock and arena- 
ready U2. It’s brash and 
energetic, while Leto’s 
wails pierce through the 
blistering drums and 
Edge-lilce guitar. 

There’s no doubt the 
band’s fans will enjoy the 
effort, but just in case 
they need extra incentive 
to buy their disc, the 
group solicited its follow¬ 
ers to submit photos for 
the CDs cover art. The 
group took the best and 
printed 2,000 covers. 

“We did it to drive the 
record company crazy,” 
says Leto, laughing. “We 
all know that most of us, 
me included, don’t buy 
these very often anymore. 
If we’re going to make a 
CD and go through the 
trouble of printing out a 
piece of plastic and put¬ 
ting songs on it, we might 
as well have fun and cele¬ 
brate the release.”

Polanski's victim asking court to dismiss rape charges 


crime Lawyers for Roman 
Polanski and his victim in 
a 32-year-old case joined 
forces Thursday to ask an 
appeals court to dismiss a 
sexual misconduct charge 
against the director in the 
interest of justice. 

It was a surprise move in 
a lively hearing where ap¬ 
pellate justices peppered 
lawyers and a prosecutor 
with pointed questions, of¬ 
ten interrupting their ar¬ 
guments to raise new is¬ 
sues. 

Associate Justice Laurie 
Zelon asked the prosecutor 
why the district attorney’s 
office had not investigated 
recent allegations of mis¬ 
conduct by a judge and 
prosecutor during Polans¬ 
ki’s 1977 court proceed¬ 
ings. 

“Doesn’t the district at¬ 
torney’s office have an in¬ 


terest in finding out what 
happened here?” Zelon 
asked. 

Deputy District Attorney 
Phyllis Asayama replied, 
“Yes, we are in¬ 


an obligation to see that 
justice is served.”

Polanski is now confined 
to house arrest in his Swiss 
chalet in the resort town of 
Gstaad, and his fate is in 
the hands of judges in two 
countries. He is fighting 
extradition. 

Perluss, Zelon and Asso¬ 
ciate Justice Fred Woods al¬ 
so asked if Polanski could 
have sought appellate re¬ 
lief before taking the ex¬ 
treme measure of fleeing 
the country. 

“There were a host of al¬ 
ternate remedies to fleeing 
because a bargain wasn’t 
kept,” Perluss said. 

Attorney Chad Hummel, 
who represents Polanski, 
suggested the extent of ju¬ 
dicial misconduct was not 
known at the time.

Creamy Liver with 
Leeks and Bacon 

INGREDIENTS: 

6 strips bacon, chopped 

1 lb (500 g) calf’s liver, 
thinly sliced 

2/3 lb (300 g) baby leeks, 
sliced diagonally 

2 tsp (10 ml) oil, if needed 

1 1/3 cups (325 ml) beef 
stock 

2 tbsp (25 ml) balsamic 
vinegar 

4 tbsp (60 ml) heavy cream 

METHOD: 

1 . Heat wide saute pan and 
fry bacon over fairly high 
heat 4-5 minutes or until 
golden brown. Lift out 
with slotted spoon. 

2. Add liver to pan and fry 
quickly about 2 minutes 
per side or until evenly 


coloured. Remove and 
keep hot with bacon. 

3 Add leeks to pan, with 
oil if needed, and fry for 
30 seconds, stirring. Stir in 
stock and heat until boil¬ 
ing. Simmer 2-3 minutes 
or until leeks are just ten¬ 
der. 

4 Stir in balsamic vinegar 
and return liver and 
pancetta or bacon to pan.
